REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. Claims 66-71 , 73-90, 92-1 05, 1 53 and 1 57 are allowed and have been re- 
numbered 1-40. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: For claim 66, the 
prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a compostor that includes rigid blades spanning 
the inner diameter of the composting device and rotating blades that are mounted, in a

rigid manner, to a rotating shaft and where these limitations are coupled with the rest of 
the limitations of the claim.
